“After thofe various enquiries and obfervations, the. author 
propoles a certain and effectual. method for preventing’or carry - 
ing off every gouty attack. He obferves, that in attempting 
the cure. of. the gout, two,objecis muft ever be heldin-view, viz. 
firft, to difcover the means by which an impending, ‘or incipi- 
ent paroxyfm,. may be with fafety and certainty averted. Se- 
condly, to refcue the patient from the danger of a relapfe, or 
of a metaftafis of the difeafe. For the gratification of the facol- 
ty, or any arthritic reader, we fhall extract our author’s fenti- 
ments on this fubject.
